EARLY MATURITY. 


An Indlnpensahie Qtwticy in Cmitto to Both' 


the Breeder and Grazier. 


The elirly maturity question, aa re- 


gards beef breeds, is unquestionably 
one of first imf ortance to OUT breeders 
and graziers; to the graziers it may be 
said, first, because their profits depend 
much upon economy of time and food, 
turning over their money as quickly as 
possible, and tenting out as quickly as 
possible, fat and tit for tbe butcher, thti 
stock they buy in te«n condition: but if 
the grazier has precedence, on tie 
Around of his direct and immediate in- 
terest, tha breeder necessarily has 
chronological priority, inasmuch as an 
animal must come into the world be- 
fore it can eat and be eaten. Let us 
take first, therefore, the breeder's part 
in this matter. 


In his selection of the type of animal 


the breeder, of course, is influenced by 
the market, and here the feeder is his 
patron and prompter, whose demands 
must be considered and satisfied. The 
feeder may be, indeed, the breeder him- 
seH, who, as feeder also, becomes his 
own customer, but this fact does not 
alter the aspect of the case, fur the only 
difference is that he must look forward 
lo his own wants instead of to the 
wank of anothci man, and breed ac- 
cording to the sort of stock he will re- 
quire. 


Size and weight, doubtless, will con- 


tinue to be in demand, for a con-idera- 
ble proportion ol buyers, not onlj tor 
beef-making purely, but for <rener.il 
purposes, aa the cow thatcan milk well, 
fatten readih. and then fall a good 
weight, is a" more profitable animal 
than the light-built cow which can not 
carry much flesh, bnt as the busi- 
ness" of 
teeding 
for 
the largest 


profit 
is 
usually a race 
against 


time, the animals that can make 
up and "ripen ' the fastest at the 
least cost will be mostly those required, 
wherever tbe feeder has a cultivated 
tarm and all tbe appliances and build- 
ings of advanced agriculture. A dif- 
ferent stamp of animal, but still in- 
clining to early "ripeftiog," and a 
kmdly thriver, will be wanted to meet 
rougher and more pruaitive conditions. 


If we must have animals with the 


hereditary habit of rapid growth, and 
to assume *« 
form 
and 
fairy 


lurnished_ 4e*h points of adult* at 
an age when average cattle are little 
beyond calfhood, we moat be prepared 
to yieW somewhat of constitutional ro- 
bustness, and to sacrifice longevity 
The individual animals reared for beel 
alone are not intended to have long 
lives. The object of their entrance 
mto the world is their early exit; but 
their fitness to meet the demands ol 
the business tor which they are pro- 
duced must be inherited from their 
parents, which must have, otiierwiie 
they can not transmit, the desired gen- 
erosity 
and 
early 
completion 
ot 


growth. The breed, therefore, kept 
for the purposes 
ot this business, 


must be one which speedily reaches 
the height 
ot 
maturity, and, as 


a necessity consequent to a recognized 
law of nature, having soon passed the 
turning point of life, begins at aa early 
age a speedy descent on the other slope 
of the hill. " We must not be too exact- 
ing about stamina, or about iength ot 
days, when extremely eaxly maturity is 
our object. The early maturity is 
gMtied and improved, we must remem- 
ber, b,y the forcing and housing of 
many successive generations, and the 
means employed to promote it have 
also that other more sure result, the 
reduction of the power of the constitu- 
tion to bear the strain of rough life, or 
the wear and tear ot prolonged lile. 


To the feeder the question what his 


stock could do if their lives were spared 
is without interest. He does not mean 
to spare their lives 
His business is to 


know what stock best suit his place and 
means of feeding off; and as thea* are 
widely various throughout the length 
Mid breadth ot tbe United States, it is 
evident thit we bare room tor many 
breeds, and for more thaw one ela*s 
within eacti breed. Any breed may be 
traioed, in time and by th« necessary 
means, to faster or slower develop- 
ment, to harder or more generous liv- 
ing, so that in all breeds there is come 
elasticity to adapt themselves to cir- 
cumstances, although certain breeds 
excel others in readiness to do so.—• 
National Z*i > -Stock Journal.

SIZES OF SHOES. 


Trade Tricks R«*orted to In the Xnmberlnfc 


of Foot Gear. 


Komraally there is now one-third of 


an inch in length and one-twelfth of 
an inch in width between contiguous 
sizes of shoes. Thus 
In women's 


shoes the width B is supposed to be 
one-twelfth of an inch broader than 
the width A. C is one-twelfth inch 
wider than B, and so on, F being 
tbe extreme width of women's shoes in. 
general use. 


But the sensitiveness of a portion ol 


the fair sex on the subject of wide feet 
has induced many manufacturers to 
lable their wide £ood-> EE. This width 
is reallv one-twelfth broader than E 
Upon the notion of getting a close nt 
also, many ladies have got mto the 
habit of calling for C and i or I) and J 
If such e\artne*w of measurement •» ere 
obtainable it would signifv that CJ 
was 1-24 inch wider than C 
But as a 


matter of lact. no manufacturer splits 
hi- size* as nne as that. 


Lengths of shoes are almost as much 


demoralized as widths. The begin- 
ning of the scale in the length of shoes 
is a child's 0, which should just be four 
inches m length, and each additional 
size should add one-third of an inch. 
A child's 0 being four inches in length, 
a child's 9 would consequently be fire 
inches long, and a 13 would be six and 
one-third inches in length. The num- 
bers then begin at 1 again, -wliich is 
six and two-thirds inches long. A 
man's 8 should be nine inches rong. 


Bnt it has become so customary to 


abridge half a size, that -when a manu- 
facturer receives orders for men's 
shoes 6s to 10s or women's 3s to 7s, he 
knows very well that hi* cwtomer ex- 
pects SJs to 9Js in one case and 2$« to 
" in the other.—Boston Commemal

WASHINGTON , April 1. — Senator Har- 


ris, of Tennessee, related his connection 
with the Pan-Electric Telephone Company 
to the special committee Investigating 
the sub jei-t yesterday. He stated that he 
was first approached in regard to enter- 
ing the company by Dr. Rogers In the 
winter ol 1888, probably In February. 
Some correspondence passed between the 
two, 
Rogers and himself, and he shortly 


nailed at their laboratory and examined 
the telephone, telegraph and electric 
light Inventions, which Rogers owned. 
Being satisfied that they were valuable, 
he said : "I am willing to go In and help 
develop these Inventions, bat I will do so 
on one condition, and that condition I 
feel will appear vary unreasonable to 
you. 
It Is that I shall have a right to 


name the persons who are to control the 
business of the company." 


Dx. Rogers said that the condition was 


very unreasonable, and he could not con- 
sent to it. I repeated that It was an un- 
reasonable demand, but upon no other 
condition would I have anything to do 
with the business. 


Next day, or a few days afterward, I 


received a note from Dr. Rogers saying 
he and his son had concluded to permit 
me to name the controlling persons, and 
that they had further concluded that I 
might name tbe terms. 


I replied that I would name the con- 


trolling men, but the terms upon which 
they Hhonld enter the company must be 
fixed by negotiation. 
Mr. Atkins, now 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs, was to 
be one, myself another, and I was to 
name three others according to the sug- 
gestion of the Rogers. The stock was to 
De divided Into ten shares. 
These five 


men were to hold five-tenths, the Rogers 
four-tenths, and the remaining tenth was 
to be held in abeyance l>y the company. 
Kach man was to have one-tenth of the 
utock issued. 


At a meeting of Mr. Atkins, the Rog- 


ers and myself, I named General Joseph 
Johnson as one ol the three men to come 
into the company, and he was accepted 
and set down as a member of the com-. 
pany to be formed. Then Atklna sug- 
gested Senator Garland, and he was ac- 
cepted. Dr. Rogers suggested Colonel 
Casey Toung, and he also was accepted. 
In this way the five men were selected. 


Then. Senator Harris entered into a 


detailed account of the meetings of the 
company, the correspondence and ad- 
vances made In pushing the enterprise, 
which did not materially differ from state- 
ment0 made by preceding witnesses. 


Senator Harris said he had received a 


letter from Dr. Rogers requesting him to 
urge the Attorney-General to bring suit 
to annul the Bell Telephone patents, 
but that he did not mention the matter to 
the 
Attorney-General. 
Nor 
did 
he 


answer any of the letters. He had 
never attended any of the conferences, 
nor was he consulted about suits by 
the Government against the Bell patents. 
Tbe subject of a suit to test the Bell pat- 
ents was never spoken of between lilm- 
self and the Attorney-General until the 
recent newspaper publications, when be 
went to Mr. Garland and they talked over 
the publications. He went to the De- 
partment of Justice just before and Im- 
mediately after the suit was ordered and 
made Inquiry of Solicitor-General Goode, 
for the Information of a constituent,

Mr. Boyle Inquired whether it had been 


intimated at any time that the company

"At no time," replied Senator Harris, 


with apparent feeling. "And I will say 
further, that If such a thing had beensug 
gested, that my influence as a Senator 
was to be used remotely or directly in tbe 
interest of the Pan-Electric Company, It 
would have made my connection with It 
•t an end forever."

long executive session of the Senate yes- 
terday afternoon.

un a point of order the bill was referred to 
the committee ot the whole, and the House 
immediately went Into tbe committee of the 
whole—Mr. Springer (III.)

It is 21 days since Edward E. Ivey, of 


West Liberty, 111., was performed with 
three bullets in • box oar on the P., D. & 
E. railway near Hervey City, and he u 
still alive with but slight hopes of his 
recovery.

In the oar with 
Ivey that morning were Ivey's- partner, 
Bnice Woodard, and a young man named 
Charles MoEim, who j ;ined the young 
men at Mattoon, and whose home is at 
Ccrydon, In 3. Since the shooting both 
Woodard and McKim have been in jail 
and Ivey has been at the LaClede Hotel, 


Charles McKim k before Justice Cnr- 


tis to-day, having his preliminary exam- 
ination, charged with shooting Ivey in 
the oar o i March 11, with intent to mur- 
der. State's Attorney Vail appears for 
the People and Charles A. Ewicgr (or tke 
deteadnct. The oonrt room has been 
crowded all day by witnesses and specta- 
tors. The witnesses fubpoacicd are Ed- 
ward Ivey, who is unable to appear; 
Charles Ivey, father of the yoocg man; 
Brace Woodard, W. W. Mason, Drp. 
Fisher ami Harsha, I. O. Eyman, Abra- 
ham D. Brace, Leonard Miller, William 
Bosly, Joseph Willis, John Brookmyer, 
Early Howard, George Richardson, John 
Paton, Ding Paton, John Cloud, Alonzo 
Eyman, John Gabriel, Frank Bowe, Hen- 
ry Ootner and W. Wilson. 


Bruce Woodard was the first witness 


for the People. He related the oiroum- 
stances connected with the meet ing. of 
McKim at Mattoon, how all three got 
into the bo: car which was looked by a 
train man before the train started; how 
all three got to talking about trading on 
the way up the road; how McKim offered 
to trade his watch for Ivey's revolver or 
a hat or coat, and bow the witness finally 
persuaded Ivey to wait until daylight be- 
fore making a trade. He testified that 
Ivey had money he placed in his shoe, 
and that be bimeelf had something over 
$8, After leaving Palton City witness 
said McKim asked Ivey who had that re- 
volver, Ivey said, "I have." Nothiog 
more was said. Subsequently Ivey gave 
the revolver to Woodard to keep for him. 
A short time after that witness said Mc- 
Kim came up and shot Ivey in the head, 
and when Ivey got part way up he fired 
again, and again for the third time, each 
shot being followed by a groan from 
Ivey, who, after the last shot, remained 
upon the floor of the ear, Then witness 
said he knows he fired twice at MoKim, 
who returned one or more of the shots. 
Then witness and MoKim clinched, the 
latter getting the thumb of the former 
between his teetb, and compelling wit- 
ness to give up his money. At this point 
the train had stopped, aud the car door 
was opened by Conductor Willis and the 
party were taken in custody. 


Dr. Fisher, Marshal Mason and John 


Vowell also testified for the prosecution. 


For the defense Conductor Joseph 


Willie, who was in charge of the train 
that morning, said that when Ivey crawled 
to the car door, be said, "That big man 
in there with the cap oa ebot me.1' That 
description 
tallied with 
the s.ze of 


McKim. He wore a cap. Woodard had 
on a soft hat. Leonard Miller, William 
Bosley^ John Brookmyer and Johu Cloud 
have testified for MoKim. Their testi- 
mony was circumstantial. It was shown 
that subsequently to the assertion to Wil- 
lis, Ivey had asked Woodard if it was he 
or MoKim who had shot him. 


Ivey has made an ante- mortem state- 


ment, It may be presented. He is un- 
able to appear at tifc trial in person.

A WAK TROPHY. 


The Return of the "Bine field Flag" of 


tne 41st III*. Regiment, Captured 


at Jackson, MlHluippl. 


July l»th; 1863. 


Twenty-three yean ago, July the ISth, 1883, 


there occurred one of the most gallant 
charges ever made by American soldiers on 
the works ot an enemy, and with the most 
disastrous reaults—it was after the fall of 
Vioksburt. Oen. W. T. Sherman, In command 
of a portion of (Jen. Grant's Vlckeburg army, 
proceeded to Jackson, the capital of Missis- 
sippi, to drive the rebel General, J. B. John- 
ston, and his army, some 36,000 strong, from 
their entrenched position at Jackson. The 
army arrived In front of th» city, and Gen. J. 
G, Lauman's division of Gon. Ord's 13th corps 
was ordered to close up the space between the 
Mississippi Central R. B. and Pearl river. 
This would extend the line from Pearl river 
on the north to Pearl river OB the siutb. On 
Sunday morning the 3rd Iowa, the 28th Ills., 
the 41st and 53rd Ills, regiments were selected, 
under the command of Col. I. C. Pugh, to 
drive the enemy out of the woods and to close 
In on Gen. Morey'e right. Steadily the com- 
mand moved forward with skirmishers in ad- 
vance until the woods was clear of Johnnies, 
and we had arrived at the e<<geof the wood 
fronting the enemy's bieast works, behind 
which was stationed the corps of General 
Breckenridgo, consisting of the Louisiana 
brigade, the Kentucky brigade, the Florida 
brigade, with Austin's Louisiana sharp shoot- 
ers ana Mol<ane's -Tennessee battery, Cobb'a 
B'j battery, and the famous Washington artil- 
lery of New Orleans. A section of the Stta 
Ohio battery had been assisting In shelling the 
rebels out of the woods: the column had gone 
as far as it could go without bringing on an 
engagement, when Col. Pugh ordered them 
to lie down. But Gen. Lauiuan orders the 
column forward, and forward into the jaws of 
death they go, having over one-half mile to 
charge through an open field and over all 
kirtds of obstructions. The work of death 
hail commenced; Sergeant. Blokoj, of Co. A, 
w»i tha first man killed; but soon be Is Joined 
by many others. The rebel Infantry open on 
us, and we are near the works; the double 
charges of grape and canister from the Wash- 
ington artillery of New Orleans (said to be the 
best artillery in the south) mow them down by 
the score uritll thoie four old regiments who 
have fought at Donaldson, Shlloh, Corinth 
and Vlcksburg are cut down ao that tha four 
would not make one regiment. As soon at 
Col. Pugh could ntake his voice heard above 
tha din of battle, he ordered the man to re- 
turn, but the older came Icto late, many had 
gone on and over the enemy's works and were 
prisoners, while many more were lying out- 
side killed and wounded. Oh! the carnage of 
that hour, in which many a brave boy lost his 
life. Over two-thirds of the number that 
went Into the charge were killed, wounded or 
prisoners. The gallant Major Frank M. Lorg, 
of Taylorvilie, was mortally wounded and 
died at the rebel hospital. Capt. D. K. Hall, 
Capt. W. F. Turney and other officers were 
wounded, besides the long list of killed that 
stain that battlefield. 
The colors bad been 


the target at which the rebel bullets and shells 
were hurled. The "Blueflold Flag" of the 
Forty-first Illinois regiment was shot down 
flve times in the charge and five of ihe color- 
guard killed and wounded and It was only 
left because there was none of the color 
guard to bear it from the Held. The Na- 
tional colors were carried by Sergeant H. M. 
Streavor, of Argenta, 111. With the aiafl' ahot 
Into and the flag lorn he brought It off Uio 
field, and around this Hag rallied 47 membera 
of the 41st Illinois, the remnant of thai Jays 
work of death. The charging column waa 
supported by the section of the rah Ohio Bat- 
tery which followed us almost to the rebel 
wprks. Kvery horse was killed and the moat 
of the men, but the troops would not ueriuti 
the rebels to bave their guns and dragged 
them off by hand. The Filth boys were brave. 
artillery men and fought gallantly. There 
was a great mistake in some one ordering that 
charge. Gen. Sherman and Gen. Orel say it 
was Gen. Lauman'e blunder, while Gen. Lau- 
man says he was not to blame. Gen. Lauiuan 
was placed under arros: and sent to his home 
iu Iowa, where he ever after remained. Time 
rolls on and at the surrender of the uonfeder- 
aoy the flags were all taken to the War'De- 
partmont at Washington. The secretary of 
the 41st Illinois learning the old banner was' 
in the War Department wrote the Adjutant 
General, requesting him to return the flag. 
On the 29th ot March he received the follow- 
ing letter from Washington, returning the 
flag. These flags are not returned if they have 
been given up without a struggle or surren- 
dered disgracefully.

Keglment, of Cerro Gordo, 111., re- 
questing the return of a "Blue Held Hag," be- 
longing to that regiment, alleged to bave been 
captured by the enemy at Jackson, Miss., July 
12,1863, and now in custody of this Depart- 
ment. The regimental and other records filed 
In taia office fail to furnish any specific Infor- 
mation as to the circumstances under which 
the flag In question was captured by th« 
Con- 
federate troops, but as the tlst Ills. Volun- 
teers gallantly participated In the assault on 
the enemy's works at Jackson, Miss., on the 
12th of July, 1863, losing on that occasion forty 
killed and one hundred and twenty wounded, 
it is quite probable the Hag was lost on that 
day, under circumstances not discreditable to 
the regiment. It therefore affords the Secre- 
tary of War much pleasure to comply with 
the request of Mr. Lee, and acting under In- 
structions I have this day caused the flag of 
the 41st Ills. Vol. Infantry to be forwarded to 
you by express for the transmission to the 
secretary of the regiment for preservation, I 
bave to request that you will be kind enough 
to acknowledge the receipt of the flag.

Yet if money Is to be raised for some great 


public enterprise or charity the managers are 
the first ones applied to, and they never are 
slow in responding. If a play is put on the 
boards which proves a great hit the success is 
ascribed to tbe genius of the star, tbe excel- 
lence of the company or the worth of' the 
piece. If, on the contrary, it is a failure it is 
due to the stupidity of tbe manager. The 
box office receipts are tbe salve which recon- 
ciles the hard working manager to public neg- 
lect and misinterpretation.

Mr. Daly has an 
amiable weakness in the direction of old 
English cometlifi mid presents one or mare 
during each season, and while it is generally 
aduiitt«l that no company can produce the 
old comedies more acceptably, it does not 
reconcile audiences which are accustomed to 
Mr Italy's own delicate bumor to the mars 
labored wit of the early English dramatists, 
Mont of Mr. Daly's later work has been 
"adapted from the German" and bears the 
same resemblance to tbe original a» a piece 
of delicate lace does to the spool of thread 
from which it is made. The material may be 
German, but the artistic touches, tbe charm- 
Ing humor, the delicatarr worked-out situa- 
tion* are Mr. Daly's.

When Mr. Daly first became known as a 


writer of clever stories for The Sunday 
Courier along in 18,r>8, or thereabouts, he was 
called John Augustiii Daly by his friends, 
but the John was dropped when he became a 
manager about twenty years ago. 3Ir. Daly 
1* slender, intellectual looking, nervous in 
manner, quick in judgment and strong in his 
likes and dislikes. He lacks the magnetism 
which makes a popular man, yet every ons 
respects him and hundreds who do not know 
his face are grateful for the delightful plays 
he has produced, and the perfect company he 
has formed. Mr. Daly is a martinet in stage 
matters, and Is said to be very severe at re- 
hearsals, though this i* but a rumor, for but 
few outsiders have been allowed to witness'a 
rehearsal iu his theatre, and be keeps an im- 
mune Saint Bernard dog, Pique by name, 
at the stage door, who grows fat and laay 
from a diet of would-be stage door mashers.
